BERLIN, Feb. 8.—The gravity of the 


situation around Sosnowiec is reflected 
in the excitement among the thousands 
of refugees from Russian Poland who 


have fled to Kattowitz and neighboring 
towns on the Silesian frontier. 

The railway station at Kattowitz is 
besieged by large crowds anxiously 
awaiting news from Sosnowiec, where 
@ collision between the troops and the 
strikers is hourly expected. 

It continues to be asserted that the 
workmen are in possession of dyna- 
mite. In addition to an eight hours’ 
day the strikers demand the dismissal 
of foreign workmen. 

There is no immediate prospect that 
the men’s demands will be granted, 
and the conclusion of the strike is con- 
sequently more remote than ever unless 
the workmen are starved into surren- 
der.

LODZ, Feb. 8.—The situation 
mains uncertain, and nothing definite will 
be known until Friday morning, when 
some of the largest manufacturers have 
decided, after paying off to-morrow, to 
open their mills and: give the men a last 
chance to return to work. 

The masters say that if there is no re- 
sponse to the whistle on Friday they will 
close their mills indefinitely. 

Little hope is expressed that the strike 
will be settled, though the men appar- 
ently are frightened by the violence 
the agitators. The masters themselves are 
still not united. Many of them oppose 
concessions. 

It is reported that the strikers 
decided to resort to serious violence 
case the mills are closed down.

GORKY WEARS PRISON GARB. 


Interrogation of the Author by the 
Public Prosecutor Begun. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Thursday, Feb. 9 — 
The interrogation of Maxim Gorky by the 
Public Prosecutor was begun 
in the Court of Justice, to which he was 
driven in a carriage from the Fortress of 
St. Peter and St. Paul. 

Gorky is quite well and is subjected only 
to the ordinary regulations of prisoners 
in the fortress, which require the wearing 
of a special garb to prevent the possibility 
of their escape. 


It is stated that the fare and accommo- | 


dations of tne fortress are better than 
any other prison in St. Petersburg, se 
eral of which are models of their kind. 
The chief reason for the dread of being 
confined in the fortress is due to the fact 
that an inmate is unable in any way to 
communicate with his fellow-prisoners. 
Mme. Gorky is apparently not greatly 
worried. After her interview with her 
husband on Tuesday she petitioned the 


commandant of the fortress that Gorky | 


pe allowed to wear ordinary clothes and 
use writing materials, but she said ves- 
terday that her husband was not anxious 
to write. 

“What is the use of writing,’’ he told 
her, ‘‘ when according to the fortress’s

TO WAIT SENATE’S WORD 


But New Protocol Does Not Guar- | 
antee Republic’s Integrity.

SANTO DOMINGO, Feb. 8.—The task of 
revising and amending the convention of 
Jan. 20 between the United States and the 
Republic of Santo Domingo, under which | 
the former Government is to undertake 
the financial administration of Santo Do- 
} mlnge until the claims of certain foreign 
powers are adjusted and satisfied, has 
been completed. 

The first section is but slightly altered, 
while the second section is greatly modi- 
fied, the American Government agreeing 
completely to respect the territorial in- 
| tegrity of Santo Domingo. The conven- 
tion, or protocol, specifically affirms the 
Monroe Doctrine, The customs officials 
are to be subject to the civil and penal 
jurisdiction of the Domingan Republic 
without being considered subjects of that | 
Government. There is to be paid, to the | 
Domingap Government 45 per cent. of the 
total gross amount collected in all the 
Custom Houses of the republic, that pro- 
portion of the revenues being for the ne- 
cessities of the administrative budget. 











The estimate in the protocol of Jan. 20, 
that this 45 per cent. will be $900,000 for 
the first year, is eliminated, as is also the 
agreement ‘‘that the extraordinary ex- 
penses which may be occasioned in the 
collection of the customs duties shall be 
made for the account of the creditors of 
the republic, (of Santo Domingo,y-without 
assigning to the latter any part thereof.” 

Any reform of the Dumingan tariff is 
to be subject to approval by the Presi- 
There shall be 
no increase of export duties or of the 
public debt of Santo Domingo, hut export 
duties may be reduced or abolished by 
the authority of the American Govern- 
ment On the request of the Domingan 
Government. 

The Domingan Government pledges it- 
self to give all necessary aid to the Amer- 
ican Government in carrying out.:the pur- 
poses of the convention, as the latter may 
deem convenient. 

The convention will not take effect until 
it shall have been ratified by the Amer- 
ican Senate and the Domingan Congress, 
and will remain in force for such time as 
may be necessary for the amortization of 
the Domingan Republic’s debt,

THE DAMARA’S CREW SAFE. 


| Second Lifeboat Reaches Shore After 
a Terrible Experience. 


HALIFAX, N. S., Feb. 8—After bat- 
tling for twelve hours in an open boat 
with the temperature two degrees below 
zero and in a terrific gale, Capt. Gorst, 
three passengers, and ten of the crew of 
the Furness liner Damara reached Pleas- 
ant Point last evening. The news of their 
arrival was received here late to-day in 
a telephone message from Musquedoboit 
Harbor, twleve miles from the point of 
landing. 

The news was taken to Musquedoboit 


after a hard day's travel through almost 
impassable roads by one of the crew, 
who landed in the first boat that left the 
wreck yesterday, The seaman reported 
all in the Captain’s lifeboat to be badly 
frostbitten and exhausted. F 
It was with the greatest difficulty that 
the shore was reached amid the heavy 
breakers. The men suffered much the 
same experience as did the occupants o1 
the first boat, but the weather they en- 
vountered was much, worse. 
Mrs. Prowse, the éni 
ger, who was in the second boat, bore 
up well and endured the great hardship 
with fortitude. She encouraged the men 
when they were almost overcome by the 
cold and wearied with constant work at 
the oars. When, near the landing place 
the rowers were so fatigued that they 
could not force the boat through the surf 
and «he men on shore waded out and 
dragged the boat in. 
Capt. Gorst said the Damara foundered 
at 10 o'clock yesterday morning. He and 
his companions stood by her for six 
hours in the lifeboat, and it was only 
when the steamer plunged into the sea 
that they pulled away.

‘CLUE TO PAUL JONES'S BODY. 


Ambassador Porter Believes He May 
Be Able to Find Burial Place. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8,4-Ambassadeor 
Porter has some reason to believe he will 


be able to discover the body of John Paul 
Jones, the great American sailor. About 


|four years ago he received evidence that 


the body of Jones, who died in Paris, had 
been interred in a small urban cemetery, 
but a search disclosed the fact that this 
cemetery had been abandoned early in the 
last century, and that its site was covered 
with buildings. 

Not long ago, however, Mr. Porter came 
into possession of additional information 
which warranted the hope that the sailor's 
skeleton was not removed when.the build- 
ings were erected. This information, 
however, does not indicate under which 
particular building John Paul Jones's body 
is entombed. If these clues are to be fol- 
lowed, therefore, it will be necessary to 
demolish anywhere from one to a half 
dozen buildings. 

It has been suggested that even ff the 
body were found it would not be possible 
to identify it after this lapse of time as 
that of John Paul Jones. Mr, Porter, 
however, thinks otherwise, pointing out 
that the American sailor was buried In a 
lead coffin, a means of interment likely 
to preserve the body in fair condition 
for an indefinite period of time. 

The Ambassador has suggested to the 
President that, to defray the cost of 
searching for the body of Jones, Congress 
be asked to appropriate a fund of $35,000, 
and the President, it is believed, will ap- 
prove this recommendation. It is contem- 
plated, in the event that the search is 
successful, that the body shall be brought 
to Washington to be interred in the Na- 
tional Cemetery at Arlington.

Police Seek Emanuel! Lupis, Writer of |

As Jones reached him, Pra 
epened his coat and with the little 
Strength remaining in him, drew from 
wound in his breast, a long, sharp pointed 
clasp knife, which had been plunged into 
his body just above the heart. 

Jones dispatched Francis Duffy 
William Lehy, two night watchmen, 
policemen. Two policemen responded. 
After sending for an ambulance, 
Pra’s story. 

Pra said that very early 
house of Francois Keifer, 
Jaw, at 126 West Twenty-seventh 
where he had spent the night, 
walking through Twenty-fourth Street, 
on his way to the hotel, when a man 
jumped out of the doorway of the 
son Square Theatre and plunged the knife 
into his breast.

In 
the afternoon he began to sink and the 
Coroner was sent for to take his ante- 
mortem statement. It then was said there 
was no chance of his recovery. To the 
Coroner, it was stated, Pra had said that 
Lupis frequently had threatened him be- 
cause of a woman. 

Detectives learned that Lupis was em- 
ployed in a garage at 141 West Thirty- 
eighth Street until last Saturday, when 
he gave up his job. Until a week ago 
he lived in an arartment at 244 West 
Thirty-fifth Street. Then he sold his 
furniture and disappeared. 

Francois Keifer told the 
woman involved really is Lupis’s 
and that her name before she 
Lupis was Carrie Ryan.

He is a member of the Institution of 
Civil Engineers of Great Britain, the In- 
stitution of Naval “Architects, the West- 
ern Society of Engineers, and the Sociecy 
of Engineers of France.

Manager of Green Estate Goes to | 


Jerome’s Office. 


RELEASED ON CASH BAIL| 


Pleads Not Guilty to Indictment Based | 


on $4,000 Check Bearing Name 
of William O. Green. 


Accompanied by Lawyer Philip J. Britt, 
Lyman 8S. Andrews, who was Andrew H. 
Green’s confidential man and manager 


of the estates of William B. Ogden, Mar- | 


jana A. Ogden, and Mr. ‘Green, walked 
into the office of District Attorney Je- 
rome yesterday and announced his will- 
ingness to surrender. Mr. Jerome 


ence on Tuesday with Lawyer Britt, coun- 
sel for Andrews; Col. Henry W. Sackett, 
counsel for the trustees of the Andrew H. 
Green estate, and ex-Assistant District 
Attorney George W. Schurman, who has 
been employed to represent the trustees 
of the three affected estates and their 
counsel in the criminal proceedings against 
Andrews and whoever may be found to 
ha¥e been implicated with him in the 
alleged misappropriation of money. 

Mr. Jerome said that the surrender of 
Andrews was whélly unconditional and 
not preceded by any promise of immunity 
or leniency. 
and documents containing records of the 
affairs of the William B. Ogden estate for 
the last five or six years, which disap- 
peared simultaneously with Andrews 
Dec, 17, had been restored by him and 
are now in the possession of Col. Sackett. 

Andrews was placed under arrest by 
Detective Sergeant McNaught gmd then 
taken before Judge Newburger in General 
Sessions, where he pleaded not guilty on 
an indictment for forgery in the second 
degree. The offense on which the indict- 
ment is based is the alleged forging of the 
name of William O, Green, of the 
executors of the Andrew H. Green estate, 
and a nephew of the testator, to a check 
for $4,806.45, drawn Dec. 3, 1904, on the 
Title Guarantee and Trust Company to 
the order of the Collector of Assessments 
and Arrears. The witnesses whose names 
appeared on the indictment were William 
O. Green, Elias Lutz, a clerk employed by 
the trustees of the Andrew H. Green es- 
tate, and D. M. Carvalho, a handwriting 
expert. 

Judge Newburger fixed the bail at $5,000, 
and on depositing this amount in cash 
with the City Chamberlain, Andrews waz 
released. He refused to talk about the 
case or to tell where he has been since 
i his disappearance last December. Lawyer 
Britt warned the reporters “to go lightly 
on the case, all was not as it had been 
made to appear.” 

The arraignment of Andrews was fol- 
lowed by a conference between the trust-« 
ees and counsel of the three involved es: 
tates at the office of Col. Sackett.
